For the first time in the course of perhaps sixteen or eighteen 
visits, there was a minor incident on this trip involving the ship'’s carpenter 
and a pair of Polish guards. The carpenter was carrying out some work undbr the 
supervision of the Chief Engineer; the latter was in uniform, the carpenter was 
n°t» The Engineer moved away and one of the Polish guards on duty on board said 
to the carpenter; "Ah, Comrade, I see that the lousy capitalistic officer! is 
molting you do all the work!
